I am a citizen of the U.S.A. from the New York - New Jersey area. 
I've been in England for ten months now, working toward a Ph.D. 
in Theology at Cambridge. My wife, Catherine, a French citizen is 
working toward her Ph.D. in French literature through Rutgers 
University in New Jersey.
